The example set by the C. P. R. in 
providing for long term payments un¬ 
der the amortization plan for western 
land might very well be carried fur-, 
ther and applied by loan and mort¬ 
gage companies, if not generally at 
least in individual cases, where ex¬ 
perience has shown that the farmer 
is worthy, says the Lethbridge Herald. 

Tere are farmers today who, with 
an extended system of repayment of 
loans, could survive these trying 
times. The trouble is that the loans 
they carry are of Short term, and with 
interest accumulating on principal, 
due to the setbacks of recent years, 
they do not see any way to save their 
property. With A repayment plan, 
such as is provided by the C. P. R., the 
obligation could be met, and the 
farmer, now in despair, would be in¬ 
spired to do his utmost to get on solid 
ground again. The farmer who is 
burdened with a heavy mortgage can¬ 
not save himself unless some plan of 
this kind is worked out. Wouldn’t it 
be better for the mortgage companies 
to provide for easy long term pay¬ 
ments, where they are "Satisfied the 
farmer is honest, than to foreclose, 
and, maybe, wait for years to get 
back the money they have invested? 

The C. P. R.’s new policy is a rural 
credit system in itself. It is the 
brightest ray of sunshine the West 
has had for many a day. Not only 
does it help purchasers of C. P. R. 
land but it sets an example that may 
be followed more generally throughout 
the West. A policy of this character 
can do more than is generally esti¬ 
mated to put the Western farmer 
back on his feet.

C. W. Peterson, of the Farm and 
Ranch Review, states in a Calgary 
interview that when in Toronto a few 
months ago, when discussing with Sir 
Edmund Walke|, President of the 
Bank of Commerce, the question of 
the indebtedness of the Western 
farmer, Sir Edmund mentioned that he 
was on the Board of several loan com¬ 
panies and had always favored an 
amortization plan spreading mortgage 
loans over a long period. He express¬ 
ed himself as surprised that the Cana¬ 
dian loan companies should adhere 
rigidly to the short term loan in the 
face of the experience of past years, 
which demonstrated conclusively that 
the average farmer could not repay 
his loans within the usual period 
without borrowing from some other 
company to meet his obligations. 

Sir Edmund Walker is one of the 
soundest financiers in Canada, and his 
advocacy of the amortization plan of 
long term credits by existing loan 
companies shows that the system is 
wise from the standpoint of the in¬ 
vestor, and necessary from the stand¬ 
point of the borrower. Surely it Is 
better for a loan company to possess 
an investment that will be paid back 
in a long period than to foreclose, and, 
probably, be compelled to hold the 
property for a considerable tirpe with¬ 
out any returns whatever being re¬ 
ceived.

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HOW TO START 


U.F. A. SUNDAY 


June 17 Designated as U.F.A. Sunday. 
Agrarian Movement To Be Subject 
of Sermons from the Pulpits 


Making a Flower Garden by the Best 
Method 


The fact that Vulcan is to have a 
flower show this fall, and the certain¬ 
ty that each succeeding year there 
will be more and more growing of 
flowers in this district, makes the fol¬ 
lowing article, written for the Cana¬ 
dian Horticulral Council and released 
only a week ago at Ottawa, of value 
and interest to readers here and else¬ 
where. 

After the necessary grading is done, 
decide on and mark out the main 
walks. These may be grass or gravel 
at the discretion of the grower. If 
they are to be of gravel, remove six 
inches of the surface grass on soil 
(more if you care to) and replace with 
gravel. The space assigned to the 
lawn should be dug over and may be 
seeded to grass in April or early in 
May. Assuming there is grass al¬ 
ready present and in fair condition, 
cut it as short as possible and spread 
over a thin layer of rotten manure 
and fine soil. If swept about at 
weekly intervals, this will work in the 
uneven parts and level the ground. 

Whether it is Intended to grow 
flowers, fruits or vegetables, the

18 inches at least, or better'-still, 
trenched to a depth of 114 to 2 feet, 
and rough, strawy manure worked in¬ 
to the bottom soil. With the surface 
eighteen inches, .well rotten manure 
and bone meal should be incorporated.

Farm. The silo was made and filled 
in the autumn of 1922. A description 
of it appeal's in the’ report of tfye 
Superintendent for-last year. A suit¬ 
able location from the standpoint of 
•convenience, drainage and shelter from 
drifting snow was selected. The ex¬ 
cavation was, made on a southern side 
of a gently sloping hill convenient to 
the open steer-feeding pens and shel¬ 
tered to some extent by native oak 
trees. The trench was dug thirty feet 
long, twelve feet wide, and eight feet 
deep. The walls along both sides and 
at one end of the silo were kept per¬ 
pendicular, while the other end was 
made .to slope to the ground level in 
order to make easier the drawing out 
of silage during the winter. The silo 
was filled in the usual way with an 
ensilage cutter and the silage thor¬ 
oughly tramped in by the men who 
were spreading, and by a horse which 
was ridden over and over the loose 
surface during the operation of filling. 
The silo was found, when filled in this 
manner, to accommodate forty-five 
tons of com silage. The silo . was 
covered with a thick layer of wet 
straw and weighed down in the centre 
by two land packers. A small sleigh 
with a box' large enough to hold about 
six hundred pounds of silage was used 
to draw the silage to the steers being 
fed in the open feed-lot. During the 
early part of December the weather 
was unusually severe, the temperature

The next procedure will be to decide 
where the hodges, if the space 


war¬ 
rants them, are to be, to separate the 
vegetable plots from the flower bor¬ 
ders and lawn. There are several 
good evergreens available for this pur¬ 
pose. The publications branch of the 
department of agriculture at Ottawa, 
will suply a pamphlet on this subject 
on request. 

The Japanese rose, rosa rugosa, 
provides a useful informal hedge. The 
rambling roses make splendid screens 
trained to a wooden trellis or skeleton 
wooden fence, but require winter pro¬ 
tection. If the garden is large enough 
a pergola of roses and other climbers 
is alwuys an attraction, ‘with perhaps 
a qreeper-covered arbor at one end! 
The path beneath the pergola may be 
paved with stones, of varying sizes. 
Failing a pergola, introduce arches

At this temperature the silage 
did not freeze to any appreciable ex¬ 
tent with the open end of the silo ex¬ 
posed. A thick layer of straw was 
afterwards left on the exposed end to 
protect the silage to some extent from 
the cold, and the silage when removed 
was found to be in excellent condition.

At the Calgary spring show 236

age price of $106; 24 Hereifords 

brought .an average of $131.73, and 
23 Aberdeen Angus, $136 each. 

The -official opening of the 106,000 
acre irrigation project of the Leth¬ 
bridge Northern district will take 
place in the month of June. Water is 
now being turned into the ditches. 

Two English boy farmers arrived in 
Claresholm last week to take a sum¬ 
mer course- in that college. Mr. E. 
W. Beatty of the C.P.R. has under¬ 
taken to defray their expenses. 

Brisk industrial activity lyd'vails at 
“The Hat.” The Alberta Clay Pro- 
duels have received orders from two 
British Columbia points, which it la 
expected will run to about fifty cars. 

Upwards of 210 children attended 
the Union Sunday school on Sunday 
last, constituting the record large at¬ 
tendance. The Sunday school is be¬ 
coming so congested that it is pro¬ 
posed to hang some of the classes on 
the rafters.—Blairmore Enterprise. 

The fifth annual university week for 
farm young people of Alberta will be 
held'’in June. There will be accom¬ 
modation for 200 boys and 150 girls, 
between the ages of 16 and 25, from 
the farm. The program for the six 
days will include instruction in vari¬ 
ous lines, including agriculture. 

O^ts Co. in Saskatoon 
nro, oo erect eight additional 
grain tanks which will mean 250,000 
bushels added to its storage capacity. 
Cleaning and drying equipment is 
also to be installed. The new im¬ 
provements will involve an expendi¬ 
ture of about $100,000. 

The 'first cattle shipments from the 
Edmonton district to leave since the 
removal of the British embargo con¬ 
sisted of five carloads, which have just 
left direct for Scotland. The majority 
of the animals were fattened at the 
University of Alberta and the price 
paid for them is said to constitute a 
record for the season. 

Total immigration for the month of 
March, 1923, to Canada was 6,748, an 
increase of 1,200, or 22 p.c. over 
March; 1922.

The first woman graduate in Agri¬ 
culture from the University of Alberta 
was given her degree this week. She 
is Miss Sheila Marryat, sister of Hon. 
Mrs. Parlby, minister without port¬ 
folio in the Alberta government, and 
lives at Alix, Alberta. For two years 
Miss Marryat was a student at Olds 
Agricultural School, and previously 
had taken a short course at Guelph. 
She lias just completed a three-year 
course at Alberta University. 

The opening of the Mental Hospital 
at Oliver, now nearing completion will 
be postponed until next fall, as- a 
measure of economy. It is planned to 
remove the mental patients at Red 
Deer hospital to the new wing now 
completed at Ponoka, where they will 
be cared for until the Oliver Home is^ 
opened. This arrangement will effect 
a considerable economy^ The Red 
Deer Home is to be used for mental 
defectives. 

Convocation at Alberta University 
Ibok place the past week, when gra¬ 
duates were given their degrees. A 
total of 118 degrees were conferred 
and 14 diplomas prsented, the gra¬ 
duating class being the largest in the 
history of the University. The enrol¬ 
ment during the term was 1314 stu¬ 
dents. The convocation ^address was 
delivered by Dr. Plaskett, director of 
the Dominion Observatory at Victoria, 
B.C. 

Owners of sheep herds are warned 
that those wishing to trail sheep from 
one part of the province to the other 
must obtain permission of the live¬ 
stock commissioner at Edmonton be- 
fre doing so. 

Since the first of the year a total 
area of 58,000 acres in homestead 
lands has been filed upon at the Domi¬ 
nion Land Office in Edmonton, indicat¬ 
ing a considerably greater movement 
into the province than has been the 
case for some time. * 

A small party of Dutch settlers 
reached the province this week, and 
will be located for a time at Strath¬ 
more, with the C. P. R. 

The Public Works department is un¬ 
dertaking the reconditioning of a 
large portion of the highway' from 
Calgary to the border, preparatory to 
the coming of tourist traffic from the 
States this summer. 

The Dominion Government is under¬ 
taking some road improvement this 
year in the Jasper National Park west 
of Edmonton. 

The third annual convention of Can¬ 
adian telephone men will be held in 
Edmonton in August, R. B. Baxter, 
superintendent of the Alberta govern¬ 
ment system, being the president of 
the association. Delegates from all 
over Canada, as well as pome from the 
mountain states, will be present. 

Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
agriculture, paid an official visit to the 
colony of settlers from the Hebrides, 
who arrived at Red Deer last week. 
Mr. Hoadley extended the sewcomers 
a welcome on behalf of the Provincial 
government, and placed at their dis¬ 
posal the advice of the experts of- hiA 
department in assisting them to adiajfL 
themselves to farming in the new land; 
There are between 40 and 50 families 
in the colony. Mr. Hoadley, in'con¬ 
versation with the leaders emphasized 
his opinion thht an endeavor should be 
made to obtain a block of homestead 
land sufficient to establish the entire 
colony, so that none of the money 
from their slender resources should 
have to be paid out as purchase price 
for land, but rather using it in the 
purchase of stock and equipment, 
which was now reasonably priest in 
the province. Mr. Hoadley also dwelt 
upon another feature of the - situation 
with respect to the colony, and that 
was the development of the manufac¬ 
ture of homespun, or Harris tweed, 
for which the Hebride islanders are so 
famous. The colonists possessed in 
this one thing alone, a means of pro¬ 
viding themselves with cash which 
would aid them in getting established. 
Mr. Hoadley dwelt on the possibilities 
of such an industry, and was told by 
Father MacMillan, one of tbe leaders, 
that practically every woman in the 
colony, young and old could weave the 
cloth. Two or three looms and several 
spinning wheels have been brought 
out by the colonists.
